. Premier Greetifielde silence. respect- 
ing the wheat board may be signifi- 
cant. Possibly it is less significant 
than President H, W,. Wood's’ talk 
of a-sanitary wheat pool. The wheat 
pool talk developed after Premier 
Greenfield's visit with the U. F. A. 
chief following his conferance with 
Dunning, of Saskatchewan, The - lat- 
ter has said that there should. be no 
wheat board unless the right men can 
be induced to take it in charge, That 
should go without. saying. With men 
not of the right capacity the wheat 
hoard would offer’ opportunities, for 
tremendous’ bungling, 

Has Mr, Greenfield confessed’ that 
he and Dunning have failed to ‘get 
Wheat board leaders? Is that why 
Woods. speaks now of a pool instead 
of a board? : 

One of the chief values of a wheat 
board.a year ago would have been its 
psychological cpiect. The farmers 
were downhearted and it’ was ‘worth 
experimenting with wheat hoard—| 
if the latter were in the proper hands | 
—to comfort.and hearten them. 

The outlook today is different. The 
iarmers are looking forward to a crop 
this year with confidence. They can 
hetter be left to their own resources. 

Alberta’s. premier should make 
public. the position of affairs. in. this 
connection soon, If there is to be no 
board he should: say so. And if he 
cannot get good, capable men to man 
it, there should be no board.

An article, which for its wide know- 
ledge and sanity, will strongly appeal 
to the business men of Canada, appears 
in The Financial Times. It is on “The 
Outlook for Canada” and was written 
by Sir John Willison. Sir John writes

THE PROCESS

Roard's expenditure on school gardens, 


Many persons do not grow roses be- 
cause they think roses are difficult to 
grow successiully; and, while | these 


flowers’ require more care than some 


others, if’ the necessary work to en- 
sure succéss is done at the proper time 
the labour is faitly light. One of the 


greatest factors in. success is to have 


clean, healthy foliage uninjured by in 
sects or disease. To enstiré such con- 
ditions it is necessary to begin the pro- 
tection of the foliage before it. is in- 
jured to any appreciable extent; shence 
measures should be taken early. The 
easiest insect to control is the, rose 
slug, a green caterpiller, which doesnot 
ustially. dppear in’ great numbers {but 
which works’ on. the underside: of “the 
leaves ‘and cats out pieces. These 
slugs may be pinched off by. hand 
where bushes are few, but Paris green 
or ‘hellebore, sprayed on the bush. so 
that it will reach ‘the underside of the 
leaves especially will kill them If Paris 
green is used it should he weak so as 
not to burn the foliagé about in the 
proportion ~ of one ounce to. twelve 
gallons’ of water.Hellebore is used in 
the proportion of ,one ounces to two 
gallons’ of water. 

The aphis or green“fily is sometimes 
quite troublesome, as are the’ thrips, 
small, hopping itfsects, which ‘cause 
the feaves to curl, Nicotine, in the pro- 
portion of ame teaspoonful to one gal- 
lon of water; black léaf 40 or nicotine 
suiphate, in the proportion of one-half 
ounce to three gallons; of even soap 
sitds from a good © oily laundty soap 
are alt good, The insects must be struck 
by the spray 4s they are killed by, con- 
tactewith it, net by eating the leaf; 
they suck and do not ‘chew their food, 

For red spiders, tiny insects, which 
are sometimes troublesome, a.thorough 
sfraying With water on the undersides 
of. the leaves will. clean them off*if 
water pressure is available; otherwise 
flower of sulphur mixed: ‘with soapy 
avater or tobacco preparations thorough 
ly applied to the undersides | of the 
leaves will he found beneficial. 

Where. the Powdery Mildew 
troublesome, it may. be controlled by 
sprinkling the bushes every ten or 
twelve days with flower of sulphur 
until the disease disappears. The Leaf 
Blotch or Black Spot.is another disease 
which sometimes disfigures the leaves 
very. much and weakens the plant. 
Ammonical . copper carbonate and 
Bordeaux mixture will contrél this, but 
if, the latter is used it shouldbe used 
several weeks before the blooming 
season, so that the. foliage will not be 
disfigured by the. spraying _material 
when the roses are in bloom. Ammoni- 
cal ‘copper carbonate is made with one 
ounce copper. carbonate, four-fifths , of 
‘a pint of ammonia and eight gallons of 
water, the copper carbonate being dis- 
solved in the ammonia. This does hot 
disfigure the foliage. Plants should be 
sprayed about once a week after the 
disease’ is’ first. noticed; and where it 
has been troublesome in the past begin 
at once.

Controlling 


The Mosquito 


The discomfort produced by the 
mosquito during the early summer 
months leads not only the scientist but 
the mat on the street to consider 
Whether the pest cannot be controlled. 


| The question often asked, “Of what 


value is the mosquito,”, has not been 
satisfactorily answered, Fartunately, 
methods ‘of controlling this insect have 
been discovered and are being applied 
with greater or less success. Portions 
of the tropic would, perhaps, never 
have beem made habitable for the white 
man had not successful mosquito con- 
trol methods \ been discovered. The 
means employed in the tropics have 
been found applicable to others places. 

It has long been understood that the 
muiltiplication of the mosquito de- 
pends on pools or areas of water, more.
